In.answer to 
these inquiries the state .'board of 
health says that there is not likely 
to he'an outbreak of this disease at 
the '.opening -of schools in. Indiana 
and certainly not if the schools are 
opened under medical 
supervision. 


The state board of health wishes to 
emphasize the importance of medi- 
cal supervision in the schools, not 
only as a means of safety and pre- 
vention against infantile paralysis, 
but against all communicable 
dis- 


eases, especially measles, whooping 
cough, scarlet fever and diphtheria. 
There is greater danger of an out- 
break of measles, scarlet fever or 
dipthexia 
in connection with 
the 


opening of the schools than, there is 
of infantile paralysis ad the fatality 
as well as the serious after effects 
of .'these diseases are 
nearly

great as the result from 
infantile

kcTn .in the curly autumn rather than 
in the early spring.

At that 
time in the extreme North the soil

a new lawn is a suitable soil. This 
should be well drained ari'd of good 
texture and should be

Hiarnyard 
manure 


thoroughly worked in. If manure is 
not available, 20 pdunds of bon« 
meaJ for each J,000 square feet may 
be_ substituted.

or decayed vegetable' matter, must 
be worked, in if a good turf is to be 
secured.
